Mr. Franklin D. Roosevelt, 
President of the United States, 
White House, 
Washington, D. C. 


Dear Mr. President: 


Recognizing your position of 


power and authority as President 
for determining the policies of 
our government, and appreciat- 
ing the powerful forces constant- 
ly bearing upon you to persuade 
you to lead our country into ag- 
gressive action in the present 
conflict, we the members of 
the Ministerium of Gettysburg, 
Pennsylvania, unanimously be- 
seech you to keep your campaign 
promise to the American People 
when you said at Boston, Octo- 
ber, 1940, "To you mothers and 
fathers. I give you one more 
assurance. I have said this be- 
fore, but I will say it again and 
again. Your boys are not going 
to be sent into any foreign wars." 
We greatly deplore the apparent 
inch by inch, step by step, meth- 
od of taking the American na- 
tion into a foreign war which 
the nation is opposed to enter- 
ing. We ask you to speak again, 
and give renewed assurance hi 
this uncertain hour to American 
fathers and mothers-that their 
"Boys are not going to be sent 
into any foreign wars."

Judge of the Adams-Pulton courts, 
stated that he would like to deliver 
the eulogy to Mr. Keith but re- 
quested that his remarks be read 
for him.

verbal eulogies to the late Presi- 
dent of the Association. 


Eugene V. Bulleit read the fol- 


lowing eulogy prepared by Judge 
Sheely which was made a part of 
the minutes of the meeting: 
Fellow Members of the 
Adams County Bar Association: 


Once again the hand of death has 


taken away & brother and fellow 
attorney. Once again we are gath- 
ered to pay tribute to the memory 
of one whom until a short time ago 
we met in daily contact. We do this 
with full submission to the will of 
God and knowing full well that 
nothing we may do or say can alter 
in the slightest degree the memory 
of Mr. Keith which, is held dear in 
the hearts of so many people. - 


John DeKalb Keith was born in 


Waynesboro, Pennsylvania, on June 
11, 1879. His fattier, who lived in 
Virginia at the beginning of th.e 
Civil 'War, had felt very strongly 
that the Southern cause was wrong 
and had come north and served as

He has called a meeting of his 
committee to be held Friday evening 
at 8_o'clock at the Court House for 
the purpose of having those plans 
carried out so that every section of 
the county will be included in the 
collection. It is being urged that 
any rural family which might not 
be contacted during the week-of the 
collection and which might have 
aluminum which can be given, noti- 
fy the chairman or any member of 
the local committee. 


It also is being urged that farm- 


ers and residents of the rural areas 
who have aluminum which can be 
included in the collection make the 
material ready to be picked up on 
the day upon which it shall be de- 
cided that the collection will be 
made.

tysburg when Mr. Keith was very 
young, and his boyhood days were 
spent in this community and in 
New Oxford with his grandfather 
and other relatives. He attended the 
schools of- Gettysburg, and graduated 
from Gettysburg College in 1899 
with a Bachelor of Science degree. 


Although very young at the time 


of the Spanish-American War. he 
volunteered and served with the 
Fifth Pennsylvania Volunteer Regi- 
ment. He never saw active combat 
as he was one of the many boys 
who became ill in the southern 
camps during that war. He retained 
an active interest in affairs con- 
nected with the army and was a 
member of the United Spanish War 
Veterans and of the Sons of Union 
Veterans. He was also a member of 
the Military Order of the Loyal Le- 
gion of the United States. 


He had made a thorough study 


of all the military campaigns of the 
Civil War and was an authority on 
the movements of troops in the var- 
ious battles. One of his favorite pas- 
times was touring the battlefields 
of that war with several history 
books by his side. I recall a number 
of trips when he would ride for 
miles on the line of advance of an 
army and have me read aloud the 
movements of the troops. Then he 
would point out where the incidents 
of which I was reading occurred. 


About a year ago he made such a 


trip to the Wilderness and there lo- 
cated a point which his father had 
described to him in relating bis ex-

with the French also were favorable,

That, Churchill said. "Is a proof 


if the deep comprehension of the 
French people of the true issues at 
take in the' world. 


"We seek no British advantage in 


Syria. Our only object had been to 
seat the Germans and to help win

Russian People British Allies 


The British-Russian alliance does 


not mean, Churchill declared, that 
Britain is identifying herself with 
the Communist creed" or that she 
is "righting the battle of Commun- 
ism." 


Churchill said: 


"Toward the end of last week 


it became possible to make a 
solemn agreement between the 
British and Russian people and 
of the Great Dominions nf the 
Crown for united action against 
a common foe. 


"Both the British and Russian 


governments nave undertaken 
to continue the war against 
Hitlerite Germany to the utmost 
of their strength and to help 
each other and not make peace 
separately. 


"The agreement which has

Of the lights along the shore. 


Let the lower lights be burning 
Send a gleam across the wave' 
Some poor struggling, fainting sea- 


man 


You may rescue, you may save." 


There were times when he sang 


this hymn with his family. He sang 
its sentiments in living, when up to 
the last of his strength, he carried 
on both in attending to his busi- 
ness, and to the attitudes of his 
spiritual life. 
Thus he kept the 


lower lights burning And to some 
of us because of him, those lower 
lights will ever be burning as we 
look away toward the eternal shore. 


" . . . to walk humbly with thy 


God." 
This life, which, being silent 


here, still lives above, was while 
here below a chalice in which dwelt 
the Presence of the King of Kings 
and Lord of Lords. 


The secret of a Christian life is 


well disclosed by the teachings of 
an old song, which lias well nigh 
become a classic. This song was 
frequently on thexlips and expressed 
the faith of the heart of our friend 
who has just gone away. 
"On a hill far away stood an old 


rugged cross,

emblem of 
suffering 
and 


shame; 


And I love that old cross where the 


dearest and best 


For the world of lost sinners was 


slain. 


To the old rugged cross I mil ever 


be true, 


Ifs shame and reproach gladly bear;

Question Which Is 


Agitating The 


Congress 


[By the Associated Press] 


Washington, July 15—Administra- j 


tion critics acclaimed today a deci- 
sion of congressional leaders to put 
aside an Army request for author- 
ity to send selectees outside the 
Western Hemisphere, and forecast 
tough opposition to a proposal to 
keep the men in service more than 
one year. 


Senators Wheeler (D.-Mont.) and 


Nye (R.-N. D.) 'both asserted there 
was a 50-50 chance of defeating 
legislation to extend the service 
period of selectees and National 
Guardsmen beyond the 12 months 
now prescribed'by law. 


Start Hearings Tomorrow 


The 'senate military committee 


arranged to start hearings on the 
bill tomorrow, a conclusion to press 
for its passage with full Administra- 
tion support apparently having been 
made by legislative leaders In a 
conference with President Roosevelt 
yesterday. 


However, Majority Leader Barkley 


of Kentucky and Senator Hill of 
Alabama, majority whip, made it 
plain that no effort would be under- 
taken at this time to enact legisla- 
tion lifting the present ban against 
sending draftees outside the West- 
ern Hemisphere or American posses- 
sions. 
Was Not Discussed With President 
Rep. Wadsworth (R.-N.Y), one of 


the conferees, said this particular 
question was not discussed at the 
meeting with the President, despite 
the fact that General George C. 
Marshall, Army chief of staff who 
first suggested'removal of the ban, 
was present and supported his pro- 
posal for the service extension. 


Senator Wheeler, foe of Admin- 


istration foreign policy, promptly 
interpreted shelving of the request 
to remove the hemisphere limitation 
as evidence the President had "back- 
ed down" on It. 


"I am sure he did so reluctantly," 


Wheeler said, "and only after his 
congressional leaders informed him 
that they could not put it through." 


"The fact that the President did 


back down is an important victory 
for the American people," he as- 
serted. 


Chairman Reynolds (D-N.C), in 


announ%ing~tiiar^the military com- 
mittee would begin hearings on the 
time extension bill Wednesday, told 
reporters he had not changed in his 
opposition to the proposal but that 
be wanted "to hear all the testimony 
that can be given in its behalf." 


A similar view was expressed by 


Senator Glass (D-Va), who also 
asserted that "we did make a con- 
tract" with the boys that they would 
serve for only one year, but it is 
now a question which should come 
to the floors of congress for de- 
cision." 


Senator Austin (R-Vt), assistant 


minority leader who attended the 
White, House conference, declared, 
however, that "the basis of legisla- 
tion to continue men- in service is 
national defense." 
Trained Army Would "Fade Out" 
"It is a question," Austin added, 


"whether the welfare of the people 
would be served by permitting our 
trained army to fade out right 
now." 


Wheeler declared that "it is diffi- 


cult to understand how men could 
have faith in a government which 
pledged they would serve only one 
year and which now turns around 
and says they must stay longer." 


Asserting that no military man 


"would have the temerity to say 
that there is a prospect that we will 
be invaded," Wheeler further told 
reporters: 


Wheeler Says "Quit Kidding" 
"It is time to quit kiddmg our- 


selves that American foreign policy 
is being made in Washington. The 
fact is that Churchfll. and his bank- 
er friends in London, are making 
it. They want us to send not only 
money and materials, but men. to 
defend the British Empire." 


Wheeler declared last night that 


William R. Davis, an oil operator 
whom the senator described as hav- 
ing interests to several states, had 
advised the administration that 
Field Marshall Hermann Goertog of 
Germany and Premier Mussolini had 
been willing to come to Washington 
after the Polish campaign and, with 
President Roosevelt's collaboration, 
write a peace for Europe. 
. If peace had been made then. 
Wheeler added, France and 
Bel- 


gium might have continued as inde- 
pendent states "and millions of peo- 
ple in Europe might 
have been 


saved untold suffering.*'

Longest Session Since 


1S42 Seems Unable 


To Agree 


[By the Associated Press} 


Harrlsburg, July 15—The fantas- 


tic finish of the 1941 Pennsylvania 
legislative session today turned Sat- 
urday into Tuesday and after four 
days of battling, opposing factions 
showed little inclination to reach 
agreement on four big Issues hold- 
ing uj> final adjournment. 


Still operating as though this 


were, Saturday—the legislative day 
set for adjournment—leaders called 
House an* Senate to a 9 a. m. meet- 
ing to await reports of conference 
committees deliberating the prob- 
lems. 


Longest Since 1842 


The session now has reached its 


190th day, longest since 1842 and if 
it goes another 14 days it will be the 
longest in the entire history of the 
Commonwealth. 


To be settled are the questions of 


Civil Service, Congressional reap- 


jtlbnment, unemployment com- 


pensation changes and a proposal 
to increase the gross tonnage allow- 
ed on trucks using state highways 


All are iii committee because 


either the House or Senate refused 
to concur in amendments. 


The Civil Service bill combines 


merit rating of various departments 
in one commission. The Senate de- 
mands that Governor James have 
the right to fire "for the good of 
the service" and the House opposes 
this provision. 


Truck Bfll The Stormiest 


The truck bill had the stormiest 


course of any piece of legislation in 
the session. Senator Anthony J 
Cavalcante bucked it from the start 
and some charges of lobbying he 
made on the floor of the Senate 
produced an Inves'tigatlon. 
The 


measure would increase tractor- 
trailer truck gross weights from 
39.000 to 42,000 pounds. 


The unemployment compensation 


changes were demanded by the So- 
cial Security Board and Senator 
Weldon B. Heyburn CR-Del) said 
failure to enact them may mean 
federal control of the system in this 
state. The board, he declared, pri- 
marily wants a clause permitting 
recovery from the general fund of 
any monies found to have been "im- 
properly" - or "injudiciously" spent. 


Eeapportionment Hopeless 


The Congressional reapportion- 


ment committee figuratively threw 
up its hands after dozens of meet- 
ings in an effort to bring together 
widely opposed ideas of how 
the 


state should be revamped to cut the 
districts from 34 to 33. Senator 
George Wade (R-Cumberland) said 
he had been asked by the conferees 
"to call no more meetings" 


"There has been no progress at 


all," said Wade.

Defense. Labor

tions today at a Michigan steel plant 
and another in Ohio, but a strike 
threat was lifted from the Tennes- 
see Coal, Iron, and Railroad com- 
pany, the soutti's largest steel pro- 
ducer. 


. At Detroit, the main plant of the 
Great Lakes Steel Corporation at 
suburban Ecorse was closed as pick- 
ets of SWOC-CIO patrolled 
the 


gates. Sergeant Alvin Oilman of 
the suburban Ecorse police said 
"there's a strike going on." but there 
was no union announcement of such 
action. A total of 8JOOO men are 
employed at the plant where the 
bulk of the product was reported 
designed for national defense.

tions today at a Michigan steel plant 
and another in Ohio, but a strike 
threat was lifted from the Tennes­ 
see Coal, Iron, and Railroad com­ 
pany, the south’s largest steel pro­ 
ducer. 


At Detroit, the main plant of the 
Oreat Lakes Steel Corporation at 
suburban Ecorse was closed as pick­ 
ets of SWOC-CIO patrolled the 
gates 
Sergeant Alvin Gilman of 
the suburban Ecorse police said 
"there’s a strike going on,” but there 
was no union announcement of such 
action. 
A total of 8,000 men are 
employed at the plant where the 
bulk of the product was reported 
designed for national defense. 


Two hundred pickets were on duty 
last night at the Copperweld plant 
at Warren, where 2,000 men normal­ 
ly are employed. Harry Wines, CIO- 
SWOC organizer, declared th at no 
strike vote had been taken and that 
the walkout was unauthorized. The 
workers, he said, were demanding 
that the company rehire 12 fore­ 
men, who walkout workers claimed 
had quit rather than carry out com­ 
pany orders to discharge 30 men.

became very fond of each other. 
Mr. Keith practiced with him until 
he assumed the office of district at- 
torney in 1905 and established an 
office of his own. That close rela- 
tionship continued until my father's 
death in 1911, and during the inter- 
vening years they tried many cases 
together as well as a number in 
which they were on opposite sides. 


Mr. Keith was interested in prac- 


tically every important case which 
came before our courts and argued 
most of the cases which were ap- 
pealed to the appellate courts. One 
of the cases which he liked to recall 
was the case of Commonwealth vs. 
Collins in which the question of the 
right of a defendant accused of 
murder to a jury of the vicinage 
was involved. He felt very strongly 
that this constitutional provision 
required a jury from the county in 
which the offense had been com- 
mitted. The Supreme Court held 
otherwise, but several years later 
when Mr. Keith appeared before 
that court in another case, one of 
the Justices said audibly to his as- 
sociates that this was the man who 
had argued' the Collins case so ably. 


When the Public Service Com- 


pany Law was first enacted in 
Pennsylvania Mr. Keith represented 
a number of local power companies 
including, the Orrtanna Power and 
Light Company, the Biglerville Pow- 
er and Light Company, and many 
others, all of which have since been 
consolidated into larger systems. He 
was interested in banking and 
helped to organize a number of the 
banks in this county, at one tune 
representing seven of the. thirteen 
banks. 'His interest in corporate 
work eventually led him into indus-

"AMERICAN RENAISSANCE: ART 


AND EXPRESSION IN THE AGE 
OF EMERSON AND WHITMAN," 
by O. F. Matthiessen (Oxford:§5).

WONDER whether Prof. O. F. 
Matthiessen's 
"American 
Re- 


naissance" is not proof of a thesis I 
have defended as valiantly as pos- 
sible for years—-that once a man 
hitches himself to the job of "criti- 
cism" he automatically begins mak- 
ing for himself a straight-jacket of 
his own ideas. And sometimes grows 
pretty fusty about it, too. 


"American 
Renaissance" 
is a 


thick book. It is designed, one 
gathers, to fill in gaps (and of 
course indicate disagreements with) 
Van Wyck Brooks' "The Flowering 
of New England" and Parrington's 
"Main 
Currents 
of 
American 


Thought." It is full of sound re- 
search and a great deal of it is 
criticism of a high order. Yet two

ception on_~ Professor Matthiessen's 
part. 


This last is his persistent attempt 


to treat the five authors of whom 
he -writes as men expressive of 
American democracy. In a shallow 
sense they are that, just as is every 
American writer. But 
Whitman, 


Emerson, especially the first two, 
wrote, I think, because they had 
something to say, and not delib- 
erately, as the Professor suggests, 
"to give fulfillment to the ootential- 
ities freed by the Revolution, to

The part of "American Renais- 


sance" that seems funny to me has 
to do with Van Wyck Brooks and 
his successful "The Flowering of 
New England," The professor be- 
lieves that Mr. Brooks "relaxed his 
standards" when he wrote his bookr 
that'he proved himself more in- 
terested in describing the milieu 
than in evaluating the writers. 


The answer is that Mr. Brooks 


was attempting > synthesis of criti- 
cism and the cultural background 
of the period he discussed. Probably 
"American Renaissance" would be 
more readable and not less scholarly 
if Professor Matthiessen had done 
likewise.

scrap metal, and from the earth in 
combination with other elements, 
Adams County has a special interest. 
Particularly in clay deposits, this 
county is known to have a variety 
of clays now put to certain Other 
us£s, although the quantity of clays 
that would yield aluminum is more 
or less speculative. A bill in the legis- 
lature last week authorized Penn- 
sylvania State College to make a 
survey of aluminum yielding clays 
in this state. 


Considerable information 
about 


aluminum will be found in the fol- 
lowing account, from the New York 
Times, of patents recently granted 
for extracting aluminum from clay. 


Aluminum From Clay 


Low-grade clays, heretofore re- 


garded as unsuitable, may become 
the source of limitless supplies of 
aluminum if a process described in 
a' patent (No. 2,248,826) awarded 
here jointly to a Frenchman and a 
German should go into commercial 
use. Recipients of the patent are

- A Most Abundant Metal 
Although there is a shortage of 
luminum for defense purposes, it 
5 one of the most abundant metals 
distributed in the earth's crust. 
While it is present in all clays, 
auxite is the only one from -which 


is commercially extracted. In 


ther clays it 5s so bound up' with 
impurities like silica, iron and ti- 
anium compounds that extraction 
has • not been practical. 


The InVentors profess to have de- 
elopeU a cheap and simple method 
for recovering alumina of high pur- 
ty from low-grade clays, slate and 
slags containing small amounts of 
alumina and a large percentage of 
impurities. Their process involves 
lurning or calcining the clay with 
lime or limestone which is used in 
a definite ratio to the amount of 
alumina and impurities present in 
the clay. 


This calcining is said to produce 


a calcium aluminate compound that 
can be dissolved from the ashes with 
water while the' silicon, -iron and ti- 
tanium impurities remain behind 
The dissolvea calcium aluminate 
then can be treated to recover 
alumina of high purity which can 
be processed in the conventional 
manner to obtain aluminum metaL 


In another patent (No. 2,248,472) 


also -relating to a method for re- 
covering aluminum from low-grad 
clays, the silicon impurity is burned 
out with carbon. The clay is ground 
into a powder, then mixed with car- 
bon and the mixture heated unde: 
slight vacuum to a temperature o 
2,2000 degrees Fahrenheit. The silica 
impurity reacts with the carbon 
form silicon monoxide, a gas which 
is expelled from the clay while leav 
ing behind alumina free from silica

Would Bring Back 


Freedom Of Seas 


For U.S. Ships

Washington, July 
15 — Senator 


Glass 
(D.-Va.) called today for 


immediate repeal of the Neutrality 
Act, 
to reestablish freedom of the 


seas for American shipping and 
show Hitler that "we are not afraid" 
of him. 


The act bars American merchant 


ships from combat zones fixed by 
the President and Glass, in his first 
interview since his recent election 
as president pro tempore of the 
senate, said "we ought to wipe that 
thing off the statute books and 
throw it in the rottenest wastebasket 
in the country." 
"Never Should Have Been Passed" 
"It never should have been passed 


at all," the 83-year-old Virginian 
asserted. "It gave up the freedom 
of the seas, for which we had been 
fighting since the beginning of the 
nation. 


"It was passed because a lot of 


people were afraid of Hitler. We 
should tell him now that we are 
not afraid.". 


Bepeal of the act would clear the 


way for ships under the American 
flag to carry goods into British ports, 
and while he did not couple the two 
ideas directly the veteran senator 
declared that the United States 
"should take any steps necessary to 
see that our war materials are de- 
livered to Great Britain." 


"We Are In The War" 


"I think we are in war already," 


he said. "We have done a lot of 
things that might give Germany an 
excuse for declaring war against us. 
I think we should continue our pres- 
ent course and should do everything 
possible to get the goods across. 
Then we can leave it to Germany as 
to whether or not there will be a 
declaration of war." 


Glass, who has opposed many Ad- 


ministration domestic programs but 
tias supported President Roosevelt's 
oreign policy vigorously, declared 
hat "if the Germans make the 
haUenge (of war) then we ought 
o meet it." 


"We can't just sit here and let 


Hitler say who is to sail the seas— 
who is to come and who is to go,"

Harrisburg, July 15—One of the 


major "must" tasks of the Legis- 
lature, to reduce the state's con- 
gressional districts from 34 to 33, 
remained unaccomplished today as 
the 1941 session crept nearer to ad- 
journment.

senators and three representatives, 
equally-divided .politically, reported 
"no progress" after dozens of meet-

Failure to pass a reapportionment

States representatives next year at 
large, on a state-wide basis.
